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IMPORTANT HINTS---PLEASE READ. 


SOWING THE SEED AND PREPARING THE SOIL. Theseare very important matters; and care 
should be taken to have your seed bed finely raked, ana free from all 7ublish and lumps, aud weil enriched 
with well-rotted mauure, and also not to sow seed ¢vo early, or in other words, uutil the soil tecomes s-“ficiently 
warm and dry, so that it will work mellcw and crumble to pieces when struck with thespade. Do not uttempt 
to raise fine flowers or good vegetables ona joor soil. Always keep a heap cf manure on hand for the next 
season, Wh n it will be thoroughly rotted and ready for use. If these poizts are overlooked, and the seed sown 
too early, it is apt to rot or perish, aud cousequently involve aloss and sad disappoittment on the part of the 
cu tivatur, and itis nt the lavlt of the seed or seedsmen, asit is unfortunately laid a great mary times. How- 
ever, in all cases, follow as nearly as possible the directions of each variety, es givenin the Catalogue, and you 
will have a marked success. By sowing everything, as much as possible, in drélis, instead of broadcast, a great 
deal of labor will be saved, as all can be kept clear of weeds by the hov and hand cultivator. 

HOi-B:e DS. The hof-led is made by forming a pile of horse manure with the straw used for bedding or 
leaves, some three feet in height, and about 12 or 18inches larger all around than the size of the frame to be 
used, Shake all together, so that the straw and manure will be equally m‘xed. It may besunkinthe ground a 
foot or eigateen inches, or made on the surface. Place the frame on soon as the bed is made, and ffllin with 
about 5 or 6 inches of good me low soil, keeping the frame closed for a few days until fermentation takes place 
aud the soil is quite warm. Itis better to waita day or two after this and then sow the seeds. ‘The fr.me can be 
construct: d by any hundy man at very small expeuse. It consists of a wooden frame, from 3 to 6 feet wide, and 
from 6 to 16 feet long, according to the supply of vegetables or flowers revuired. The backside should be at 
least 6 inches higher than the front—the frame sub-divided by cross-bars aud each division covered by a glazed 
s.sh. The frame should face the South or Southeast. From the time the seed is sown, attention to airing and 
Shading during the hot part of the day, and covering up at night, is essential, and also that the soil be never 
allowed toget dry. The watering should be dome with a very fine rose watering pot, and w.th tepid water. The 
temperature at night may range from 55 to 65 dogrees, and during the day from 7U to 80. 

COLD FRAME. Acold fraie is so easy in coustruction and management as to be available to all. This 
is simply a hot-bed frame with glazed sush, placed upon a bed of fine mellow earth. in some sheltered place in the 
garden. After the frame is secured in its pace, a couple of inches of fine earth should be placed inside, and the 
frame closed up acay or two before the seeds are planted. As the cold frame depends upon the sun fer its 
warluth, it must be started us soon as the hot-bed, and inthis latitude the latter part of Aprilis soon e: ough. 
Watering occasionally will be necessary, and air must be given in bright warm days. Shade is also necessary. 

THINNING isa very imporiant vperation. Everything cught to be thinned very early, even in seed leaf, 
if the plauts stand too close. Auother thinning may be necessary when they are more ad-anced, to give them 
roou) to grow stalky. All plants, when crowded together, run up tall aud slender, and never succeed weil. 

TRANSFLANTING. In transplanting, the main points to be regarded are, care in taking up the plants so 
as to uvoid injury to the roots, plinting flrmly so as to enable the plant to take a secure hold of the soil, reducing 
the tupt prevent evaporation, and shading to prevent tie sun from withering and blighting the leaves. In 
transplauling from a hot-bed, barden the plants by letting them get quite dry a day or two before, but give an 
abundances of water every /éw /iours before they aretaken out. Itis most apt to be successful if done just at 
evening, or immediately befor or during the first part of a rain, about the worst time being just after a rain, 
when the ground being wet it is impossible to sufficiently press it about the plant without its baking hard. If 
water is used at all, it should be used freely and the wet surface immediately covered with dry soil.

For an early supply 
sow in spring, a8 soon as the ground becomes fit to 
work, about the middle of May for general crop, 
in drills fifteen inches apart and one and a half 
inches deep. As the plants grow, thin to six inchesin 
the drills.

For Cabbages, the ground must be highly manured, deeply dug or plowed, and thoroughly worked, to insure 
good, full sized heads.- If these requirements are met and good seed obtained, there is no difficulty im obtaining 
fine solid heads.

A rich light mellow loam is best to insure successful onion raising, and may becultivated to the same crop year 
after year. The groundshould be thorougly enriched with fine, decomposed manure and te deeply spaded or plowed, 
harrowed and pulverized, the surface being raked free from stones and hard lumps. The main crop should be 
sown early as the ground may be in working condition, and whether this occurs in March or April, a favorable 
opportunity for putting in the seed should not be suffered to pass. Sowin drills 14 inches apart, and a half an 
inch in depth, at the rate of four pounds to an acre. Keep clean by frequent hoeing and weeding; observe not to 
hoe deep, for the more the Onion rises out of the ground the finer it is and the better it keeps. A top-dressing of 
wood ashes, applied after the second weeding, is very beneficial to this crop. The onions will ripen in August or 
early sn September, and their full maturity will be indicated by the perfect decay of the leaves, ortop. The bulbs 
may be drawn from the drills by the hand, or by the use of a common garden rake. After being exposed fora 
few days to the sun for drying, they will be ready for storfnmg or the market. Every one should bear in mind that 
full sized Onions can be grown from the seed the first season; they are better keepers and more finely fluvored 
than those grown from sets. 

For Pickles or Sets. Good ground should be prepared as above, and seed should be sown very thickly in 
broad dril's, about forty pounds to the acre.
